Prudence Lewis was born at 
Preston. N. Y., in th. 1896. 

She became ileal' at the age ol one 

year, the result of a "swelling in 

the neck." In 1840, at the a 
fourteen, she was admitted as a 

pupil lo the New \ m k Institution 
for the Instruction of the Deaf and 
Dumii, The Institution was then 
situated at Fifth Avenue and 
ih St reel. She successfully 
pursued a seven-years 1 course, 
111 Hi lUfl with honor in Is ; 
III September, 1871, Miss Lewis 
appointed assistant matron at 
ew York f Pan wood) In-til u 
lion, and for I hirly one years con 
tinned to perform the duties of her 
position with zeal and success. In 
April, 1908, the weight ol added 
and consequent feebleness 
caused her to place her resignation 
before I he Hoard of Directors. Her 

retirement from active work did
